Intrstacy Utlgation, atyled the great Yap Ab 
Shak case, has (says the Stratés Times of the 
azud June) jast been concluded in the Selangor 
Court. The case possesses interest from 
Singapore tnd Penang lawyers belng engaged, 
and sels an {mportant precedent, The actlan 
was brought by the widow of Yap Ab Shak, a 
former Captain China, against Towkay Yap 
Kuan Seng, (Captala Chins) the ddailolstrator 
of Yap Ab Shak’s estate, with the {des of bay- 
{og the same handed over to the plaintiff and 
others. ‘The most important polnt in the case 
was by what law should the snccession of the 
estate be governed, At present. there is 
no flaw for the distribution of Intestate 
estates In Sclangor. The. Court declded that 
Yap Ab Shak was a Chinese subject, that he 
wan domlcited in Chloa, and that the Chinesa 
domicile held good’ at the time of his death. 
Counsel forthe plaintiff (Mr. Van Someren) 
contended that Chinese law was not applicable, 
and that English or Malay law mut be followed, 
This was the fourth and most {nsportant point 
in the case. A Malay expert pave evidence to 
show that Mobammedan law of inherltance was 
essentially part of the Mohammedan religion, 
and could mot be held binding.on an infidel. 
This view was accepted by the Cotrt, The 
Court held that Eogiish law coold only apply ta 
the case of a'person domiciled in England. The 
Court fioallydecided that the estate must bo 
administered according to Chinese law.
